Report of Librarian 


The year 1960 has been one of the best for Moultonboro 
Library in several fields. The circulation at the library in- 
creased 68% without the school library branch which adds 
another 7700 books. 


In April, a very fine National Library Week observ- 
ance was held with pupils from the Moultonboro Central 
School exhibiting posters of their favorite books and many 
interested parents and friends came to see the exhibit. As 
a result of National Library Week, Moultonboro received 
honorable mention from the State Library Trustees Asso- 
ciation and the school librarians received an award for out- 
standing service to libraries. 


This past year a memorial shelf was inaugurated and 
a book ‘The Bible as History”, was given in memory of 
Mrs. Blanche L. Clark by Moultonboro Women’s Society of 
Christian Service. What better way to remember a beloved 
friend or relative than a fine book with proper inscription! 
Information on the Memorial Book Shelf and also on Per- 
petual Book Memorials is available at the library. 


The library branch at the Central School has been in 
operation two years the first of April, with Isabelle Behr, 
Hazel Dale and Margaret Lamprey at the school every 
Wednesday morning, and nearly every pupil borrows two 
books each week. A large percentage of the book fund has 
been used for children’s books for all ages and for many 
varied subjects. 


Moultonboro Library has a fine collection of up-to- 
date books for all tastes and ages, and summer visitors as 
well as year round residents, are invited to make use of the 
available facilities. Each summer the New Hampshire 
State Library leaves a collection of several hundred books 
to add to our own collection and the bookmobile leaves addi- 
tional books several times a year.

5. On motion made by Harold Martin, and seconded, it 
was voted in the affirmative that the District raise and 
appropriate the sum of $99,561.85 for the support of 
schools, for the salaries of school district officials and 
agents, and for the payment of statutory obligations of the 
district, and authorize the application against said appro- 
priation of such sums as are to be estimated to be received 
from the State Foundation Aid Fund together with other 
income; the School Board to certify to the Selectmen the 
balance between the estimated revenue and the appropri- 
ation, which balance is to be raised by taxes by the Town. 
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6. On motion of Stewart Lamprey the vote was in the 
affirmative to authorize the School Board to make applica- 
tion for and to accept, on behalf of the District, any or all 
grants or offers for educational purposes which now or 
hereafter may be forthcoming from the State of New 


Hampshire and/or United States. 


7. It was then voted for the School Board to be auth--

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Report of School Nurse 


Because of the high incidence of Flu, a flu clinic was held 
in the school auditorium on Feb. 12, 1960. 104 persons re- 
ceived their flu shots. 40 of these were school children. 


On June 38, an evening Salk Polio Clinic was held for 
adults and children. 43 school children took advantage of 
this clinic. 

Heights and weights were checked for each child in May 
and October. Frequent individual inspections for cleanliness 
were also made throughout the year. 


Annual Vision Tests were completed and the question- 
able ones rechecked. A notice was then sent home suggesting 
further examination by the family eye doctor. 


Free vitamin pills were given all school children with 
permission of their parents. These pills were supplied by the 
Grange, P.T.A. and Red Cross. 


Hearing was checked with the Maico machine. Children 
found to have any hearing loss took notices home. Some of 
these children have attended the N. H. Center for Hearing 
and Speech Defects Clinic in Concord. 


Physical examinations were completed in September by 
Dr. Aleksander Ratsep, School Physician. 116 children were 
examined and parents were notified of all recommendations 
to correct any defects found. 


A Pre-school Registration Day was held May 4, 1960 with 
10 children attending. This day is set aside each year for the 
children entering school the following September to become 
better acquainted with the teachers, school and school nurse. 
Mrs. Madeline Given, dental hygienist, was also present show- 
ing each child and parent the necessary, healthful care of the 
teeth. 


In December, T. B. Patch Tests were applied to 112 stu- 
dents. This part of the School Health Program we do in each 
school every two years. Any positive reactions are followed 
with a Chest X-Ray. 


The nurse made 52 school visits and 48 home visits. 


The cooperation of all those connected with the School 
Health Program has been sincerely appreciated.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Moultonboro School 
District: I respectfully submit my sixth annual report as 
vour Superintendent of Schools. 


General 


The past decade has certainly seen a tremendous ex- 
pansion of education and a tremendous growth of concern 
about it. Future historians, looking back upon this era, will 
be torn between referring to it as “The Atomic Age” and the 
inclination to describe it as “The Age of Education”. The 
unlocking of the secrets of atomic energy, travel in outer 
space and under water, and the advances of communication 
through the media of television are but a few of the accom- 
plishments that may be credited to education. 


As we approach the annual School District Meeting the 
big question in most minds will be, How can the amount and 
auality of education needed by children and young people in 
the modern world be financed? It appears that the tax on 
the local level from property taxes has reached its peak, and 
so at this session of the legislature the State Board of Edu- 
eation is recommending more foundation aid, school build-. 
ing aid and transportation aid. 


At the present time approximately 90% of all school 
costs are paid with money raised by the local property tax 
and one-half of the school districts earmark over 63% of all 
local property taxes for school purposes. 


Article 83 of the Constitution of New Hampshire makes 
it clear that the state is responsible for the education of its 
youth: 


‘Knowledge and learning . . . being essential 
. it shall be the duty of the legislators 
. in all future periods of this government 
. to cherish the interests of . . . public schools”. 


Supervision and Instruction 


Much is being written today about educational quality 
and certainly quality is being emphasized in the Moultonboro 
School. In reviewing the test results, one is thrilled to see 
the objective evidence of such outstanding pupil progress. 
When a community provides an excellent school, the results. 
are observable. 

The big job in meeting the international problem con- 
fronting us today appears not to be a “crash” program of 


math and science, but one of increasing the knowledge about 
other peoples, their hopes and fears, how they think, what: 
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we mean to them, how much or how little they know about 
vs, and learning a bit about their language. 


With the knowledge of how other people live, work and 
play we can help the boys and girls of a free society make 
decisions. Not by dictatorial methods, not by permissive- 
ness, but by planning with them, leading them to see all 
sides of a problem, can we train them in the art of deciding 
wisely. This is the foundation of freedom. It has been said, 
“That person is free who recognizes himself as the author 
of the laws he obeys.” 


Staff 


We are indeed very fortunate in having the entire staff 
return for the 1960-61 school year. 


Mrs. John MacAllister joined the staff as a part time 
“special help” teacher, working two afternoons a week with 
boys and girls that need special help in the basic fundamen- 
tals of reading and arithmetic. 


The high quality of education in Moultonboro is direct- 
ly related to the staff that is so competent, conscientious and 
devoted to their work. 


Much of the credit for your school’s efficiency is due to 
the untiring efforts of the staff in taking advantage of the 
opportunities to attend workshops, take extension courses 
and attend summer school where they are able to keep 
abreast with the latest trends in the educational field. 


Building Maintenance And Equipment 


Two classrooms, the library-health room and kitchen, 
‘were painted this past summer. Plans are being made to 
paint two more classrooms this year. 


The grounds received considerable attention this year 
with the grading and seeding of the ball diamonds, the erec- 
lion of backstops, improvement of the parking area and the 
purchase of a building to be used as a field house. 


Trees were planted on the gymnasium end of the build- 
ing to tie in with the landscaping. 


The gift of a parallel ladder, teeter boards, and a set of 
‘swings by Camp Winaukee was a big addition to the play- 
ground. Mr. Leonard Plaisted, a former member of the 
school board for a number of years, deserves a hand of thanks 
for making it possible for us to have this fine and much need- 
ed equipment. 


A portable science table, science kit, film strip project- 
or, and microscope were purchased under the National Edu- 
-cational Defense Act. 
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Fifty folding chairs, two folding tables, file cabinets, 
classroom chairs and a power lawn mower, as listed in the 
budget, were purchased. 


Mr. Roy Foss is doing an excellent job in taking care of 
the building and grounds. Each summer and vacation period 
the building gets a complete cleaning besides the daily clean- 
ing. It is true that bricks and mortar do not make a school, 
but when a school plant is kept in good repair and well clean- 
ed, it can not but help lend much to educational efficiency. 


Transportation 


The transportation of the children in any district pre- 
sents a big problem, especially in the winter time, and we are 
very fortunate in having a group of transporters that are so 
capable and understanding of their job. There are many op- 
portunities to do some good teaching while pupils are in tran- 
sit, and with such qualified drivers, I know that many points 
of how to get along with one’s neighbor are brought into 
play. 

School Lunch Program 


The lunch program is operating very efficiently under 
the supervision of Mrs. Martha Oliver. It is very interesting 
to see how the program is operated so that it becomes an- 
other opportunity for learning and exchange of ideas. 


PATA: 


The P. T. A. is to be complimented for having so many 
worth while programs relating to the pupil, parent, teacher 
and the home. 


One of the big projects of the P. T. A. this past year was 
the installation of the cyclorama on the stage. It is projects 
like these that bring the school and home closer together. 


Conclusion 


In closing, I want to thank the school board for its excel- 
lent support and for its display of fine judgement in connect- 
ion with the handling of problems attendant under the opera- 
tion of the school. 


I also wish to express my personal appreciation to all my 
fellow workers, teachers, nurse, doctor, custodian, lunch pro- 
gram supervisors, transporters, substitute teachers and mem- 
hers of the community who have shown such willing co- 
neration in getting the job done.

School commenced for the 1960-61 school year on Wed- 
nesday, September 7, 1960. The enrollment was 124 boys and 
girls. It is interesting, I think, to note that in the upper 
grades there are fewer boys than girls, whereas, in the lower 
grades the opposite is true. Included in the total we have 
65 girls and 59 boys.

The past year has found a marked increase in scientific 
instruments and apparatus in the upper grades. This has 
been possible by the use of matching funds from the National 
Education Defense Act. A complete moveable science table 
with sink, electrical outlets and materials for experiments 
in the chemical and physical science fields has been pur- 
chased. An adequate microscope for viewing minute parti- 
cles has also been purchased. All these items plus a keen 
student interest has produced a better science program in our 
school. 

The Branch Library of the Town Library, under the 
direction of Mrs. Gustave Behr and her assistants, Mrs. Ralph 
Dale and Mrs. G. Stewart Lamprey, is in operation for its 
second full year. The use and value of it seems to increase 
each year and the benefits are very visible in the classroom. 
We at school are deeply appreciative of this service from 
the town and the people responsible for the service. 

We feel that progress in education is being made each 
year and hope that the townspeople will feel free to come in 
and see our school in operation. Progress usually takes a 
team effort and so it is here with the team consisting of the 
School Board, administrators, teachers, part time teachers 
and tutors, cook, custodian, volunteer helpers and all the 
townspeople cooperating and working towards the goal.
